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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1,13, and 21, as well as their dependent claims, are found to be allowable 
because the prior art of record neither teaches nor reasonably suggests the recitations found there 
including airflow control means arranged outside of the wedge gap but in direct proximity of the 
delivery roller pair and apron pair. Such a location in the specific setup of a drafting unit on a 
spinning machine results in a novel and unexpected airflow correction which is beneficial to the 
overall quality of the yarn being produced in the spinning machine. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
